— 2 That her ſaid Hu band received no Pay at all for his good and faithſull ſervice 
l N againſt the Rebels, but maintained himſelf and foure Meu well mounted and ar med 

untill his Death, towards the maintaining of his Ma jeſties rights and intereſt there againſt the bloudy Re bels. 

That your Petitioner and her Hu: band had an Eſtate in the yeare 1641. amounting to the value of 4000. 

ads and upwards, but their eſtate being only perſonal! ſwept quite away by tbe Rage and fury of the blou- 
y and mercileſs Enemy, the moſt part of chem fled into Spine their Lands forfcited, and now int he pofſeffion 
of ſuch Officers and Souldiers which have ſerved there, fiace the year 1649. which never loſt any eſtates there, 
only becauſe they have done, hat ſcrvice they have done fince the yeare 1649. That by reaſon of an Act of 
pretended Parliamentary power made and paſſed on the 26.'h day of September, 165 3. the ſaid pretended A 
relating thus : That ſuch only of this preſent «Army, or that baue been, ſhall receive ſat uf id ion for their Service, 
the which word only mentioned in the ſaid pretended AQ, hath to this houre kept your opprefſed Petitioner 
from iojoying,or being poſſeſſed of any of the forfeited Rebels lands there, either for her Husbands ſeverall faith- 
full Services, or for Monies lent by your poore Petitioner, or for any Provifions taken from her for the relie- 
ving of the great neceſſities of the Engliſh garriſons in Cornanght, before the year 1649. although it is very well 
knewne that your Petitioners ſaid Husband did bear his burt hen and double ſhare of the heat of the Day both 
in his Perſon and Eſtate, untill hee loſt his Life; That all ſuch Officers and Souldiers as have ſerved in Ireland, 
fince the year 1649. Did receive halfe pay, untill they were put into poſſeſſion of Lands, at which time ſuch Offi- 
cers were ſuffered to mike their accounts for their ſervice by ſuch dene,both for their Engliſh ſervice,and their 
arreares for /riſb ſervice, and divers others have gotten into poſſeſſion of Lands in Ireland, for their Engliſh ſer- 
vice, which never ſerved there at all, to rhe utter ruine of all ſuch Officers, Widowes, and Orphans, which for- 
merly lived there, loſt great Eſtates, inliſled in his Majeſties ſtanding Army, and found ever faithfull and loyall 
to the Crowne of England. 
That your Petitioner is well able to Demonſtrate and cleerly to prove, that by reaſon of that aforeſaid ſelf- 
ſecking pretended Act granted in Septemb. 1653. the grand Fellons and Traytors of 1reland, ſuch being well 
known and in armes with the bloudy Rebels from the year 1641. untill the year 165 1. ſuch as had 
nothing to live upon before the late Rebellion, they having inriched the mſelves by Robbing and diſpoyling of 
the Eogliſh Proteſtants, and have purchaſed friends whereby they have becn admitted to take out Debenters, 
and have had Lands allotted to them for their ſervice done ſirce 1649. although knowne to bee in aQuall 
Rebellion untill 1651. | | | 
That your opprefſed Petitioner hath by due proceedings in the Courts of Iuſtice, ſued ſeverall known Re- 
bels, the law hath done her Iuſtice, ſhe had Indgment, Decree, and Execution againſt one, and bad another in 
the Sheriffs cuſtody in the City of D#4/#n, under a lawfull Arreſt, but by the malice, power and potency of 
Miles Corbet the then Lord chiefe Baron, Sir Hardris Waller, Sir Theophilus Jones, and Major Anthony Mor. 
gan, your Petitioners Iudgment, Decree and Execution vacated,and one Tho. Dowling ber Priſoner violently taken 
out of the Bayliffs cullodp by one James Mortimer, then Serjeant at Armes to the then Councell in Treland.

and that he may have the benefic of the Lawes of the Land againſt the ſaid Thomas Dowling, who broke open your Petitioners 
- houſe in the yeare 1641, and robbed and Plundered her to the value of 300. pounds and upwards,and that ſhe may have the bene- 
fic of her jufl proceedings and Decree againft one David Shorne a Duchman, who robbed your Petitioner on the High-way in the 
yeare 1646. in the time of mutuall ceſſation of Armes and that ſhee may receive her full Damages and Coſts from the then Lord 
chiefe Baron Corber, and from Sir Marilris Waller, Sir Theophilus Jones, and Major Anthony Ange, and James Mortimer, for 
their obſtruting'the Courts of Jultice, and depriving your oppteſſed Petitioner of her Bicth-right, as co your Honours ſhall feeme 
meet, and accecding to the true merit of her Cauſe, and what your Honours in mercy and compaſſion ſhall be@þleafed to allow 
her and her Orphant towards her great Loſſes ſuſtained by the Rebels as aforeſaid, |
